The planned requests seemed to be acceptable to Steve, 
WA6HAM, the treasurer of the LAN group. A letter will be 
drafted by the 

club secretary, WA5HQ4J, for President Dick's signature. No 
expenditure of club funds will take place until the matter is 
voted upon by 

the membership.

MINUTES OF THE MDARC FEBRUARY 
MEETING 


The meeting was called to order promptly at 8:00 PM by 
President Dick, AA6DL. One hundred thirty one members 
were in attendance as well as three visitors and three new 
members. 


The minutes of the last meeting were approved without 
correction. President Dick clarified the matter of the $4,000 of 
PACIFICON earnings’ retained by the PACIFICON 
organization. He also expressed thanks that we were able to 
use the church's PA system. Gerry White, WB6IZE, furnished 
the interfaces to the system as well as the projection 
equipment used by the evening's program. 


Treasurer Stan, WU6P, advised that we had received 
$7,680.61 from PACIFICON. This, along with our other 
accounts gave us a balance of $16,976.61. Membership 
Chairman George, KI6YK, reported that we had 511 members 
of which 319 were ARRL members. He announced that 1994 
directories were available. The group expressed its 
appreciation for George's diligence in handling the 
membership duties and for the very accurate and well 
organized directory that he produces each year. 


Public Services Chairman, Dave, KA6AOR, announced some 
of the near-term events for which we will need member 
participation. Bicycle events are scheduled for March 19, May 
7 and May 21. He also announced that he will be away during 
June, July and August and that he needed someone to help 
him during this period. He passed around the sign up sheets. 
Joe, WA6DQN, reminded the group that the next 6 trail rides 
were printed in the "Carrier." He said that since the March 
meeting was dedicated to the auction, and that as such it was 
difficult to get people to sign up in March so he needed to get 
as many people as early as he can. He advised that the 
HAMs participating should bring a mag-mount and either an 
amplifier for their handheld or a mobile rig that would have 
sufficient power to insure that communications could be 
maintained. 


VP John, KM6QX, announced the programs for the next 
several months. He said that the field trip planned for the 
radio station at Point Reyes Station was scheduled for 
Saturday, April 23. The trip is open to members and their 
families. The number who can visit the radio station is limited 
and will be on a first-come basis. The trip will start at 6:30 
AM and will provide a full day of opportunities for adventure. 


Jacket, T-shirt and patch Chairperson Jane, N6NVA, advised 
that the minutes of the last meeting incorrectly stated that she 
had jackets for sale. She only has T-shirts and patches. 
Barry, KC6WYA, reported that another packet class would be 
held at the Fire College on Treat Bivd. in Concord on March 
19, starting at 9:00 AM. Only 35 people can be 
accommodated and he said that he expected a sellout again 
this year. At least twenty five companies will be represented 
and he will have free software to give out. 


Walt, KB6QIB, announced that he needed help in making a 
new Silent Key Plaque. Several volunteers raised their hands. 
Larry, KD6ZMH, reported that the response to the request for 
help in Southern California related to the earthquake had been 


very good with three times as many people volunteering as 
were needed. A spirited discussion followed concerning why 
there were not enough HAMs in that area to handle the 
emergency. The matter is not closed although many opinions 
exist. More will be heard concerning this matter. He also 
asked for a show of hands of HAMs who also had 11-meter 
capability. Larry is putting together a plan for a "Neighborhood 
Radio Telephone 911 System" that will utilize both CB and 
Ham communication frequencies. 


President Dick announced that the 7:15 pre-meeting for new 
members and new HAMs was attended by about 15 people. 
He said that we will continue the meetings as long as there is 
a continuing interest. Because of the auction next month, 
there will not be a meeting in March. He also called attention 
to the posted ZIP CODE listing of the roster, with the intent 
being that members could identify others who live near them. 
John, KM6QX, advised that a large map would be available at 
the next meeting so that members could identify their QTHs 
with a pin. 


The recommendation to increase the scholarship fund to 
$2,000 was discussed. We would like to continue the 
program so long as we are financially capable of doing so.

“It’s very time-consuming,” 
said Joe Tarantino, 61. “But if it 
helps, I’m glad to help.” 

Tarantino began his police vol- 
unteer work nearly two years ago 
after a heart attack left him with 
some neurological problems. Ther- 


apists suggested volunteer work at 
a library, but there was no thrill 
there, Tarantino said. 

‘My father was a Brooklyn po- 
lice officer,” he said. “This suits 
me better.” 

The volunteers’ help — the de- 
partment estimates they save them 
$50,000 a year — suits the police, 
too. 


“It’s a godsend we have them,” 
said Jeanne Barredo, records su- 
pervisor. “Without them we would 
be light years behind. You can’t 
operate like that.” 

Police want more volunteers to 
help in other jobs, said Police 
Chief Michael Maehler.
